AX ATTACK ON BALIANG. 


A few nights since the soldiers exper- 


icneed an attack on the town of Boliang. 
As the president of the town had in- 
formed them, they •wore prepared, 'the' 
garrison was down to less than 1 one- 
t'ourth of its usual number, the men be- 
ing called to strengthen the forces in 
the mountains, nod, owing to tli-o short- 
age, the insurgents mustered up enough 
courage to attack the small garrison, 
believing Unit the Americans could not 
hold their own, as it was headquarter? 
and all the men were necessary, to guard 
commissary mid quartermaster supplies. 


The attack commenced about 10:30, 


whert most every one was in lied, but 
when the first shots were fired they all 
tumbled out in a hurry. The majority 
of the soldiers did not stop ' to put on 
their clothes, but grabbed bells'.and pot 
down stairs as soon as possible. The 
fact that some of tho shots were coming 


' through their quarters, lent swiftness 


to their movements. It did not seem 
any time at all before all the men were 
in'line.'in all stages of undress 'attire, 
on the company parade grounds. 


Tlicv then Hied up b'ph'nd a stone 


•wall ;ind commenced 
to fire volleys in 


the direction of the insurgents' terrific 
liail. 
The firing continued, perhaps an 


hour, but after the Americans began to 
let loose on the natives, they appeared 
i(.i be irellini: further, away,<.judging 
from

censed 


with one exception. Occasionally a l)er- 
son could hoar n crack 'now and then, 
hut it amounted to little. NV> casualties 
occurred, lint a number of shots passed 
through the quarters, most of which 
struck the tin 
roof,

TIic next 
morning we found 


throe dead Filipinos. 


The same was to eonie and destroy 


our commissary, thinkiii<r. nerhnps, the 
Americans would go out and live chase. 
In the meantime another .force 
would 


come ill and destroy the store buildings. 
They are now expecting a uitrhtly at- 
tack, but do not think the rebels can in- 
ilicl. much damage.

1uwl been received from 
the colonel of 


the Thirty-fifth, who was stationed in 
the mountains. It was presumed that he 
was civing chase to the natives and was 
all right.
